THE BOLSHEVIK IDEA. 


While Friedrich Ebert does not bo- 
long to tho Bolshevik elans of Cor* 
many. it is his party which produce I 
tho Bolshevik!, and who are response 
blo for the reign of te n o r which Hef­ 
lin is Just emerging from. 
And it is 
interesting to note the sort of people 
who are now chosen to rule Germany 
by the socialist 
Ebert was formerly a saddler. 
It 
Is not known whether or not he v is 
a good saddler, hut the presumption 
Is that he was not vt* y skillful, for it 
is rare to find the good workman at 
any 
trade deserting: 
his 
occupation 
for polities, and Ebert early became a 
•browd political leader, securing his 
living through his political efforts 
The point is that in Germany there 
are thousands 
oven m illions—of men 
who ave better educated and better 
fitted for the presidency than Kbert. 
The choice of such a man does not 
reflect credit upon the intelligence of 
his followers, for 
it is 
presupposed 
that even among the socialists thoro 
are many who ar** better qualified for 
leadership than lie. 
If the choice of such men is to be 
the result of socialist control of Ger­ 
many, then the sootier that control 
ceases the better for the mass of the 
Germans. 
So far there is no charge 
that Kbert is dishonest, hut even an 
honest fool is none the less a fool. 
It 
is the reaction of 
tho 
people 
against the aristocrats which makes 
them 
select such 
poor timber 
for 
their leaders. 
They are tired of the 
royalty and nobility who have brought 
them into their present straits, and 
so they accept anyone 
provided he 
is of 
the "proletariat"— who 
offers 
for the most exalted position within 
their gift. 
If anything indicates that there is a 
possibility of the monarchy returning 
to power, it is the domination of tin* 
entire people by the baser clements. 
And it is not merely because Kbert 
was a saddler that he belongs to the 
baser elements; it is because lie has 
deliberately chosen to align himself 
with the class 
of 
people who 
are 
momentarily on 
top in 
this 
latest 
whirligig of fate. 
Tim 
intellectuals of Germany are 
reactionary in their leanings. 
They 
still have the respect for authority, 
for divine right, for the monarchy, 
which 
was taught 
them 
from their 
earliest kindergarten day • up to the 
time when they received their degree 
in 
Latin 
addresses 
of 
sonorou 
periods 
The submission of the "better class" 
Germans to superior authority would 
indicate that they are not all willin 
to accept the new democracy 
if thai 
is what it is called in Germany—and 
that sooner or later there vs ill he a 
revolt against the usurpation which 
follows so closely the lines of Bol­ 
shevism in Russia. 
We boast that we have had a rn 11 - 
splitter, a canalboat boy, a tailor, and 
others 
who came of 
the 
humblest 
origin, in the chair of our president. 
But at least those men ac* ompl .Ii* I 
something before they were elevated 
to the highest office* in the gift of our 
people. 
To compare 
Lincoln with 
such a 
man as Ebert would

But we do not deliberately pick out
